DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-9, 14-16, 18-21, 24, 25, 27, 28 and 30-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose the recited combinations of elements in facilitating push-to-talk over cellular, including 
concurrently maintaining, via the wireless network, a second PoC communication session 
between a second user group, the second user group having at least one common member with 
the first user group of mobile stations concurrently while maintaining the first PoC 
communication session between the first user group of mobile stations, where at least a first 
mobile station is a common member with both the first user group and the second user group in 
the first and the second PoC communication sessions, and the first user group of mobile stations 
has at least a second mobile station which is a non-member of the second user group outside of 
the second PoC communication session, as in claims 1, 16, 25 and 33.
